Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35U.S.C. 121: 
Group L Claims 1-10, drawn to an imaging device configured to capture a frame of 

image data, wherein the device is configured to operate in at least "message only", "image only", 
and "two step message and image" modes, which classified in class 235, subclass 462.47. 

Group II. Claims 11 -26 and 30-32, drawn to a portable device conprising an image 
assembly, a trigger, a portable housing, and a control circuit, classified in class 235, subclass 
462.45. 

Group in. Claims 27-29, drawn to a method for tracking the shipment of a package from 
a first location to a second location, the package having a symbol affixed thereto, which 
classified in class 235, subclass 385. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions of Group I and Group n are related as combination and subcombination. 
Inventions in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed 
does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) that 
the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the 
instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination 
as claimed because Group I has an image device configured to capture a frame of image data in 
"message only", "image only", and "two step message and image" modes without the specific 
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need for a portable device comprising an image assembly, a trigger, a portable housing, and a 
control circuit, as set forth in Group 11. 

3. Inventions of Group I and Group HI are related as combination and subcombination. 
Inventions in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed 
does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) that 
the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)).
